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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1 . The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application, by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration believes the named 
inventor or inventors to be the original and first inventor or inventors of the subject 
matter which is claimed and for which a patent is sought. 

It does not identify the mailing or post office address of each inventor. A mailing or post 
office address is an address at which an inventor customarily receives his or her mail and 
may be either a home or business address. The mailing or post office address should 
include the ZIP Code designation. The mailing or post office address may be provided in 
an application data sheet or a supplemental oath or declaration. See 37 CFR 1 .63(c) and 
37 CFR 1.76. 

The specification to which the oath or declaration is directed has not been adequately 
identified. See MPEP § 601.01(a). 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration has reviewed and 
understands the contents of the specification, including the claims, as amended by any 
amendment specifically referred to in the oath or declaration. 

It does not state that the person making the oath or declaration acknowledges the duty to 
disclose to the Office all information known to the person to be material to patentability 
as defined in 37 CFR 1 .56. 

It does not identify the foreign application for patent or inventors certificate on which 
priority is claimed pursuant to 37 CFR 1.55, and any foreign application having a filing 
date before that of the application on which priority is claimed, by specifying the 
application number, country, day, month and year of its filing. 

The clause regarding "willful false statements ..." required by 37 CFR 1.68 has been 
omitted. 

It does not identify the citizenship of each inventor. 
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It does not identify the city and either state or foreign country of residence of each 
inventor. The residence information may be provided on either on an application data 
sheet or supplemental oath or declaration. 

It was not executed in accordance with either 37 CFR 1.66 or 1.68. 
It does not include the notary's seal and venue. 

The full name of each inventor (family name and at least one given name together with 
any initial) has not been set forth.

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR L84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 29, 30. A proposed 
drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. 

The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the hydrogen fuel cell and the electric 
motor must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Specification

The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
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The following title is suggested: Electricity and Mechanical Work Generator Using 
Gravity, Wind, Solar And Hydrogen Fuel Cell Energy Sources. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims must have a "one sentence" construction; 

on item (i) in claim 1, the term "flying wheels" should be changed to "flywheels" 
since items 26 and 27 of the drawings are fixed to the crankshaft and not airborne; and 

on item (vi), also in claim 1, the word "with" seems to be a typographical error, 
and is interpreted by the examiner as a horizontal-axis "wind" turbine. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The applicant's disclosure does not clearly describes, how the claimed invention will 
harness energy from gravity. It only states how crankshaft will move by the weight of the 
masses on the vehicle with wheels, under the influence of gravity. 
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10. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The applicant's disclosure explains only some of the physical interactions of the claimed 
invention, e.g., how the car with the large mass moves from side to side effectively applying a 
force on the crankshaft; but does not clearly explains how the machine will produce usable 
energy (motion and/or electricity). It is also not clear how, the solar cell and the wind turbine are 
used in the system, and why are they combined. 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

13. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural 
cooperative relationships are: structural connection between the listed elements in order to 
generate work and/or electricity. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

14. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks patentable 
utility. It is not clear how the claimed invention will produce useful work or energy. 
15. Prior art has not been applied to the claims in present form because they are indefinite. 
Prior art will be applied when the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first and second paragraph issues are 
corrected and the claims are in a more clear and understandable form. 


16. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. See PTO-892.
